Personality tests are hot— but not all are equal

Tabitha Boorsma has learned a lot about herself. She’s an extrovert and 
a socialist, and she will die at the age of 70. If she were an ’80s movie, it’d 
definitely be “Top Gun.” 

These realizations came to Boorsma not from careful soul-searching or 
by residing in a Zen-like meditative state. Rather, they are just a few of the 
results from the online personality quizzes she makes a habit of taking, which 
have included tests that claim they can pinpoint her political leanings and 
determine her life span. 

“I have a lot of downtime at work so it’s fun to take these quizzes and talk 
about them,” said the 26 -year-old Humboldt Park resident, who said she has 
taken almost 200 such quizzes on the OKCupid dating Web site, known for 
its clickable quizzes. 

Boorsma is not alone in her quest for self-evaluation. While January may be seen as the 
traditional time for personal inventories (New 'Year’s resolutions, anyone?), the prevalence of 
personality tests online and in magazines speaks to the year-round popularity of these iden- 
tity-revealing quizzes. 

Online, users answer a battery of multiple-choice questions, and with a click of the mouse 
they are given their very own personality profile— often presented in a lighthearted way 
“Which Sex and The City Character Are Ythu?” “The Why Are You Single Test.” “My Star Sign 
Personality” 


On Facebook, the number of quizzes taken 
with the MyPersonality application aver- 
ages 300,000 a month, according to David 
Stillwell, the application’s founder. 

Cosmopolitan, famous for the cheeky 
Cosmo Quiz that has run on the back page 
of its magazine every month for decades, 
launched a couples quiz last year. 

That magazine and the now-defunct YM 
teen publication were the enablers that start- 
ed a then-preteen Alicia Hall, of Evanston, 
down the path of personality test addiction. 
Now 28, Hall said she has taken too many to 
remember. 

“I don’t take them as seriously but I still take 
them when I see them on Facebook or what- 
ever,” Hall said. “They’re still addicting.” 

Boorsma says online quizzes are fun time- 


wasters, while Hall said she is into self-devel- 
opment and sees quizzes as away to improve 
“in a non-superficial way” 

Mike Adamovich of Aurora says he com- 
pletes quizzes in his wife’s magazines for fun. 

“I like to see how I rank against other 
people, and I also think it’s funny to see if I 
think like a chick,” the 31-year-old said. “It’s 
not serious, it’s mostly entertainment.” 

Cosmopolitan head editor Kate White 
said she believes her readers enjoy the quiz- 
zes because of a “longing to get a sense of 
themselves. We don’t always see ourselves as 
others do, and a quiz can wake you up to that 
or provoke an action you’ve been stalling,” 
White said. “It feels very proactive.”

at Chicago, says not all personality quizzes are 
created equally 

Grimm says a majority of them are “fluff 
tests” and calls them “basically useless.” 

“They are made up of ‘face valid’ ques- 
tions— questions that seem good on the 
surface but aren’t proven at all,” Grimm said. 
“People should treat them as entertainment 
and as food for thought for further thinking 
about themselves. Don’t take your score too 
seriously” 

Grimm said good personality tests are 
related to behavioral observation and strong- 
ly correlate with other tests that have been 
written and proven. 

Stillwell, a psychology student, said he wor- 
ries about people who treat the tests like they 
are perfect. 


‘Although they are useful in predicting 
various things on average, there is still a lot 
of variability,” he said. 

Hall said her 12-year-old self took personal- 
ity quizzes more seriously but now she tries to 
keep perspective while taking quizzes that tell 
her how good she would be in a relationship. 

“Some things are just too complicated or 
serious to be covered well by a short quiz,” 
she said. 

Whether quizzes are fortune tellers or just 
fun distractions. Cosmopolitan features edi- 
tor Holly Eagleson said all the navel-gazing is 
here to stay 

“Everyone’s favorite topic is themselves 
whether they admit to it or not,” Eagleson 
said. “These quizzes are just a reflection of

What is IQ?

It’s hard to browse the Internet for more 
than five minutes without seeing an adver- 
tisement for an IQ quiz offering to pit 
your intelligence against President Bush, 
President-elect Obama or just about any 
celebrity you can think of 

But what exactly is IQ, and what does 
it measure? 

IQ stands for intelligence quotient, a 
term coined by the German psycholo- 
gist William Stern in 1912 to describe the 
method of scoring early childhood intel- 
ligence tests. 

There is no single standardized test. But 
according to Dr. Larry Grimm, a clinical 
psychologist and psychology professor at 
the University of Illinois at Chicago, most 
IQ tests involve a series of questions, 
mental arithmetic, logic problems and 
visual puzzles. 

This means that a vast majority of the 
quick and easy online IQ tests aren’t true 
IQ tests but are simply tests of knowl- 
edge. 

What that score actually means, 
though, still is up for debate. 

“Psychologists have been debating it 
for 100 years,” Grimm said. “Some say it 
measures information processing, others 
say it measures other things.” 

What it doesn’t measure is success in

Take enough personality tests and there’s 
a chance you’ll run into one written by 
Dr. Dorothy McCoy, a psychotherapist 
and author of “The Ultimate Book of 
Personality Tests.” 

McCoy has brainstormed a count- 
less amount of quizzes for her 
books and Web site, personaiity 
one.com, though she says that they are still 
not easy to write. 

“I want them to be accurate, fun and 
witty, so it can be hard,” said McCoy, who 
is based in Mebane, N.C. “The last one I 


did took me three days to do.” 

McCoy tries to frame the questions to 
keep them positive. 

“There are some quizzes out there on 
the Internet that are mean-spirited, but 
I try to write them so that people can 
feel the very best about themselves and 
improve.” 

She said she doesn’t like the idea of 
handing out concrete scores, so instead 
she gives test-takers a high, medium or 
low indication that they fit into a certain 
personality type. 

On the other end of the spectrum is 
Cosmopolitan magazine’s quizzes, which 


have a reputation for being more outra- 
geous than scientific. The magazine’s fea- 
tures editor. Holly Eagleson, said she and 
other editors write the quizzes, but they 
consult with one or two psychologists on 
each one. 

“We still want to be brazen and aggres- 
sive, but we also want to consult the 
experts, too, to make sure we’re accurate,” 
she said. 

So where do Eagleson and other edi- 
tors get ideas for Cosmopolitan quizzes? 
A lot come from reader feedback or things 
that happen to some of the editors in their 
daily lives, she said.

Sunday at the Park

The scene: “Good evening,” the host- 
ess offered when we arrived 
for brunch just past noon. 

“Welcome to Park 52.” 

Evening? We slept in, but we 
didn’t think it was that bad. 

A quick check for sunlight 
(plenty) and signs of activity 
at the bar (none) con- 
firmed we weren’t that 
lazy; she’d just slipped up. 

The Hyde Park spot started 
serving brunch in December, 
so we can’t really blame her for being off 
by several hours. Still, the time-warped 
greeting felt rehearsed, a reminder 
that Park 52 still is operating with the 
hyper-polished precision for which Jerry 
Kleiner is known, even though Kleiner 
is in the process of handing over the 
reigns to partner Marc Brooks. 

Kleiner’s fun touches are still here 
too. The American bistro, still less 
than a year old, is bright and bold, with 
splashy touches such as oversized light 
fixtures and heavy red velvet drapes 
framing the huge windows. It’s also 


much roomier than its neighbors in the 
Harper Court complex, some of which 
already draw big Sunday 
brunch and lunch crowds. 
Especially now that Dixie 
Kitchen & Bait Shop (5225 
S. Harper Ave.) has hit the 
big-time on WTTW-Ch. 
ii’s “Check, Please!” (a “lost 
episode” featuring presi- 
dent-elect Obama hyping 
the spot first aired Eriday), 
Park 52 might be the easiest 
spot to snag a table in these 
parts on a Sunday 

The cuisine: Park 52 sticks to its for- 
mula of American classics at reasonable 
prices at brunch, and that cuts both 
ways. A menu of familiar dishes like 
steak and eggs ($13) and buttermilk pan- 
cakes ($6) is comforting, but it leaves 
little room for inconsistency 

We wouldn’t change a thing about the 
custard-filled brioche Erench toast ($9, 
right), topped with sliced fresh straw- 
berries and served with a tangy-sweet 
strawberry cream cheese sauce. Not so 
with the wings on our chicken and waf-

It’s been an achingly hollow year-and-a-half 
since the Season i finale of HBO’s hilarious and 
offbeat comedy “Flight of the Conchords.” But 
the show’s dry sardonic wit is still intact. 

When last we saw them, transplanted New

(Clement) were fighting for the attentions of 
their manager, Murray (Rhys Darby), who was 
spending much more time with their rivals, the Crazy Dogs. 

In Good Opportunity” the boys fire Murray, which 

leads to the best song of the episode, Murray’s operatic 
lament “Rejected.” Murray is my favorite character because 
Darby is brilliant in making him so utterly and believ- 
ably clueless. He gets nothing right, as this 
exchange from a band-meeting scene shows:

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‘Defiance’ lacks depth 


After their parents become two of the many, many 
Jews killed across Eastern Europe by Nazis in 1941, 
Bielski brothers Tuvia (Daniel Craig), Zus (Liev 
Schreiber), Asael (Jamie Bell) and Aron (George 
MacKay) take refuge in the forest. Many other sur- 
vivors join them, so Tuvia works to establish a com- 
munity and keep everyone safe and fed, while Zus, 
who opposes Tuvia’s level-headed approach, leaves his 
brothers behind and teams up with Soviet soldiers. 

The buzz: Based on Nechama Tec’s non-fiction book 
“Defiance: The Bielski Partisans,” “Defiance” arrives 
with the controversy that often comes with arguably 
skewed versions of the truth. In this case, some histo- 
rians have said that the Bielskis carried out more mur- 
ders than the film represents, and, rather than fighting 
German soldiers, actually spent more time running 
and doing anything that was necessary to survive. 

Can director/co-writer Edward Zwick guide this 


Holocaust tale into steadier, more revealing waters 
than his last film, “Blood Diamond”? 

The verdict: There are familiar problems for Zwick, 
who frequently pulls viewers out of reality with rous- 
ing speeches, close-ups and sweeping camera moves, 
all distracting reminders that you’re watching a movie. 
“Defiance” superficially covers the Jews’ “forest mar- 
riages,” conventionally turns one greedy Jewish soldier 
into a villain and makes you feel not only like you don’t 
know how these people endured day-to-day life in the 
woods but curious if the climactic battle really had 
such only-in-the-movies timing. 

There’s plenty of feeling here, from Craig’s strong 
lead performance to the characters with barely any 
time to grieve the deaths of loved ones. But the char- 
acters spend too much time spelling out all the moral 
questions, and the lack of subtlety minimizes the situ- 
ation’s horrors, matt pais is the metromix movies producer.

The hands of time move forward into the new year on watch faces 
that embrace two opposing trends: industrial designs and deli- 
cate, jewelry styles— and they don’t necessarily break along 
gender or cost lines. 

What you’re not seeing a whole lot of in any category, 
though, is glitz. 

“Watches have always been markers of important mile- 
stones in people’s lives,” says Mary Leach, chief market- 
ing officer of Movado Group Inc., which counts luxury 
brands Movado, Ebel, Concord and Coach in its port- 
folio. “During challenging times, styles can be more 
subtle as consumers are feeling sensitive to the dif- 
ficulties around them. Most consumers view iconic, 
timeless watch designs as an investment.” 

One camp of watch-wearers still uses timepieces to 
tell time. Others use watches as a fashion accessory, one 
that can be used almost daily 
Men tend to like a complicated piece with a chrono- 
graph— they’re the top sellers in the Ebel brand, for exam- 
ple, Leach says. There’s still debate among aficionados about 
dials with or without numerals. “Eor men, part of the idea they 
like about watches is form and function coming together.” 

But then comes along a new watch brand like TOCS, an acro- 
nym for Timepieces of Color and Style, which expects women to 
embrace a very graphic look with brightly colored faces and bands. 
There’s also O.D.M. watches— “original, dynamic and minimal”— 
offering sleek pieces, some even with flexible faces that adapt to 
the wearer’s wrist. 

Women like “classic design with a twist,” Leach says. A favor- 
ite, she reports, is bracelet bands— which tend to do well in down 
economic times because they work for casual and dressy

Israel

GAZA CITY, Gaza Strip Israel’s Security 
Cabinet will vote Saturday night on 
an Egyptian proposal for a truce to 
end the 3 -week-old offensive against 
Gaza’s Hamas rulers, a senior gov- 
ernment official said.

“I hope we are entering the end- 
game and that our goal of sustained 
and durable quiet in the south is

The legal team that has represented embattled Gov 
Blagojevich in impeachment proceedings in Springfield 
has stepped down in protest before the governor’s trial 
in the Illinois Senate, the Tribune has learned. 

Blagojevich’s lawyers said the process has become 
“fundamentally unfair” because they have had too lit- 
tle time to prepare for the Senate trial and have been 
denied subpoena power to call their own witnesses. 

The governor’s lawyers had been asked to file an 
appearance on his behalf by Monday The Senate trial 
is scheduled to begin Jan. 26. 

In a statement, attorney Sam Adam and his son, Sam 
E. Adam Jr., said they couldn’t in good conscience rep- 
resent the governor in a Senate trial “without any due 
process of law, fundamental fairness or the most basic 
right to confront one’s accusers.” 

“We cannot and will not degrade our client, ourselves, 
our oaths and our profession, as well as the office of the 
governor, by participating in a Potemkin-like lynching 
proceeding, thus making it appear that the governor is
